Disciple 
Of Lenin 


Stalin has written a great 
number of important — books. 
Several of them have a classic 
value in Marxist literature. But 
if one asks him what he is, 
he replies: “I am only a disciple 
of Lenin, and my whole ambi- 
tion is to be a faithful disciple.” 

It is curious to observe how, 
in many of the accounts of work 
accomplished undér his direc- 
tion systematically gives credit 
for all the progress made to 
Lenin, whereas the credit has 
been in very large measure his 
own, because, in any case, no 
one can carry out the principles 
of Leninism without himself 
being an inventor. 

In our own countries, the 


word “disciple” is one of praise’ 


—but these men only use to 
belittle the particular part played 
by themselves and to put them- 
selves back into the ranks of 
their fellows.
